Julia Janzen, in Grade 7 at Parliament Oak, won third place in her division in the CNIB Braille Creative Writing Contest 
and will read her story at the CNIB National Braille Conference in Toronto this weekend. Premier Kathleen Wynne is 
planning to attend the conference and is scheduled to speak before Julia reads her story, and Julia is expecting to par¬ 
ticipate in a braille activity with the premier after the speeches. Julia was invited to meet with the premier for a short 
visit during her trip to NOTL Saturday, at the Maple Leaf Fudge shop on Queen St., where they talked about school, 
reading French in braille, braille technology, CNIB services and the upcoming conference. 


Premier Kathleen Wynne 
paid a short visit to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Saturday, having 
a private lunch on the main 
street before heading off for 
an hour-long stroll, shaking 
hands and chatting with those 
she met along the way. 

She was here because 
there's a byelection looming 
on the horizon, and she hopes 
to see the seat vacated by the 
popular Kim Craitor remain 
Liberal.

The cafe opens on to a 
patio, with a path that leads 
to the fenced library garden. 
With that fence removed and 
the garden opened up, it will 
connect to the cafe patio and 
community centre, says 
Simpson, and provide a large, 
open space for residents to 
enj oy, with a new pergola and 
a gazebo with a solid roof for 

“We’ll save as much of the 
original as we can. We plan to 
save all the trees and the 
perennials, although some 
will be moved.” 

Mori Gardens has already 
provided a plan incorporat¬ 
ing all the elements, says 
Simpson. 

With the new gazebo, and 
lots of colourful plantings, 
the garden might even work 
for weddings, and certainly 
for wedding photos, she says. 

Niagara Nursery School 
supervisor Patricia Couroux 
has talked in the past about a 


vegetable garden for the kids, 
and has agreed the nursery 
school, which leases space in 
the community centre, will 
sponsor a vegetable garden 
for kids and adults. 

A children's learning gar¬ 
den will be behind the chil¬ 
dren’s section of the library, 
and will provide additional 
opportunities for the nursery 
school and library to share 
programming. 

A seed lending library is 
also planned, says Simpson. 

"It’s a perfect fit for what 
we’re trying to do here.” 

And outdoor furniture will 
be considered. 

The garden will give 
seniors and others who live 
in apartments the opportuni¬ 
ty to grow vegetables of their 

“We’ll have garden plots 
for those who don’t have 
space,” she says. 

"And there are all kinds of 
possibilities for the future." 

The new garden will 
include accessible paths for 


those with mobility issues, 
the community vegetable, 
herb and fruit garden and 
educational gardens with 
native plantings that attract 
birds and butterflies. 

It will be expensive, says 
Simpson, but a fundraising 
campaign received a wel¬ 
come kick-start with a recent 
$10,000 donation from Farm 
Credit Canada. 

“We’re looking at $60,000 
to $70,000.” 

The nursery school has 
$500 put aside for the garden, 
and the parents are commit¬ 
ted to helping out. 

“Staff and families are 
committing time and resourc¬ 
es to the children’s garden 
along with composting from 
the classroom for the garden,” 
says Couroux. 

“We hope to take from the 
garden to the table as well. If 
we have extra we would like 
to donate to Newark 
Neighbours or sell it at a 
farmers market and donate 
the proceeds."

Saturday, Julia was invit¬ 
ed to meet Wynne during 
her brief visit to town, at a 
short event arranged by the 
CNIB at Maple Leaf Fudge. 

Julia loves to write sto¬ 
ries, and recently entered 
one in a national competi¬ 
tion, winning tliird place. 
But she’s blind, and her 
writing is made a little eas¬ 
ier by a piece of equipment 
that was paid for by the 
proceeds of the 2011 
Candlelight Stroll. The 
braille Apex computer 
allows her to download 
books which she can read 
in braille, to type in braille, 
to send and receive mes¬ 
sages—she can do pretty 
much anything anybody 
can do on a computer. 

Wynne heard all about 
the computer from Julia 
herself Saturday, surround¬ 
ed by her proud parents, 
grandparents and siblings. 

Julia says she was a little 
nervous to meet the prov¬ 
ince’s premier, but "once 
we started talking, I was 
OK. She was really nice.” 

She even told her all 
about the Candlelight 
Stroll. 

The meeting was 
arranged, explains Julia’s 
mom Krista Janzen, 
because Julia is going to be 
awarded her prize at the 
CNIB Braille Conference in 
Toronto this weekend, 
which Wynne is planning 
on attending. 

But the premier is on 
“grandma watch,” expect¬ 
ing a grandchild any day, 
and might not make it to 
the conference, where she 
is supposed to speak. 

If Wynne does attend, 
Julia will have the opportu¬ 
nity to read her the award¬ 
winning story, about a 
teacher who goes missing, 
and when found, is arrest¬ 
ed—he took the morning 
off school to visit his favou¬ 
rite restaurant, which was 
offering a free breakfast, 
she explains. 

“It was Just a random 
person at a random school, 
nobody at our school,” she 
says. She doesn’t think any 
of her teachers have ever 
been arrested. 

But Wynne apparently 
wanted to make sure she 


didn’t miss meeting Julia 
as promised, and last 
Saturday’s event was 
arranged. 

Chamber of Commerce 
executive director Janice 
Thomson, who first met 
Julia at the 2011 Candlelight 
Stroll, was at the fudge 
store with Wynne—she had 
accompanied her on the 
walk along Queen St. and 
introduced her to some of 
the merchants. 

“She looked around the 
Kurtz store—she says she’s 
a big fan of their jams,” said 
Thomson. 

“She also went into the 
lobby of the Royal George 
Theatre, where a Shaw play 
was about to start. She 
thanked the volunteers 
who stamp the tickets, and 
congratulated the people 
in the box office on the 
great year the Shaw has 
had. (Artist director) Jackie 
Maxwell happened to be 
there, so she chatted with 
her as well.” 

She seemed very famil¬ 
iar with NOTL, and said it's 
one of her favourite places 
to come to relax, said 
Thomson. 

During her quick swing 
through Niagara, Wynne 
told QMI Agency that she 
hasn't determined a bye¬ 
lection date yet. She said in 
September she would 
announce the date within 
six months of the sudden 
departure of Craitor. 

“We have to be ready 
and the riding association 
is in the process of identi¬ 
fying a candidate,” she 

Wynne said she hopes 
whomever the Liberal rid¬ 
ing association finds will 
be a strong constituency 
advocate like Craitor. 

“I really believe in hav¬ 
ing members who repre¬ 
sent their communities 
and bring those voices to 
the table,” she said. 

She said Craitor’s resig¬ 
nation had nothing to do 
with politics.

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Enbridge error expensive 
for small NOTL business 


> Meter reading errors 
over four-year period 
amount to costly 
'adjustment' for small 
business, church

Stephanie Goertz isn’t happy about 
the money she will pay Enbridge Gas 
over the next four years, but she feels 
the resolution to her problem is as good 
as it’s going to get. 

She and her husband Jim, of JAGS 
Repairz on Lakeshore Rd., received a 
letter from Enbridge two weeks ago that 
said "recent investigations” had discov¬ 
ered an error in the Goertz account— 
that it had been under-billed for the last 
four years. 

As a result, the letter said, Enbridge 
had completed “adjustments” to their 
account, billing an extra $2006 with 30 
days to pay. And that was in addition to 
a monthly bill of $456 for September, 
about $350 more than Goertz says she 
has ever paid for a gas bill. 

The $2006 adjustment is for August 
2009 to September 2013, she says.. 

“They are saying that when they 
completed a meter exchange, the meter 
readings were all estimated incorrect¬ 
ly—for four years. I explained to 
Enbridge that an estimated meter read¬ 
ing is only every other month while a 
person physically comes and reads the 
meter so theoretically it’s not a estimate 
every other month, it’s an actual read¬ 
ing,” said Goertz. 

“I use next to zero gas, and only have 
a pilot light that is on for a gas heater 
which is not being used. My water heat¬ 
er is electric and very small in size.” 

After speaking to two representa¬ 
tives, she says, while they were compas¬ 
sionate, they explained that even though 
it was an error on their part, she is 
responsible for the outstanding charg- 

An audit was apparently performed 
and the meter readings were incorrect, 
but she’s still having problems under¬ 
standing why they were incorrect and 
undetected for four years. 

“I requested proper documentation 
which will illustrate their readings com¬ 
pared to the billing statements I have on 
record,” she says. 

After working with the “customer 
advocacy team,” and also after an on-air 
interview with a Hamilton TV station, 
she was told Enbridge would reduce the 
bill to half and give her four years to pay 
it. 

“At first they wanted me to pay it 
right away but I told them it took four

years for them to make the error, they 
can wait four years to get their money 
back,” she says. 

As a small business owner, she says 
has been paying through automatic 
withdrawal a consistent amount to 
Enbridge for the last 13 years. 

“I guess I have to be content with the 
outcome. It’s as good as it's going to get. 
Rut I’m not impressed. If I called a cus¬ 
tomer even a month after sending an 
invoice and said I’d made an error, and 
tried to collect, you know how that 
would go.” 

But if she refused to pay “for a large 
corporation’s incompetency that dates 
back four years," Enbridge threatened 
to shut off their gas and send the bill to 
a collection, ruining a perfect credit rat¬ 
ing for the business. 

Although an Enbridge spokesperson 
said meter reading errors are rare, since 
the TV broadcast, Goertz has spoken to 
two neighbours who are in similar situ¬ 
ations—one with $1,600 to repay and 
another faced with an error of $5,500 to 
payback. 

One of them is a church. Roger St 
Amand, representing Christ Church 
McNab, had to speak to four different 
people before getting the church’s 
$1,600 “adjustment” for Enbridge’s 
error cut in half. And the church was 
only given two years to repay it, until he 
heard the Goertzs had four years, and 
he successfully went back to bargaining 
with Enbridge. 

"It’s only $16 a month, but the church 
doesn’t have a lot of members and that 
money could certainly be put to better 
use than that,” he says. 

"Enbridge says this is unusual, but 
now I’m wondering how many more 
people there are in die same situation,” 
says Goertz.

In 2012,110,850 visits were made to the 
NOTL library; 101,958 items were bor¬ 
rowed; 2467 people attended library pro¬ 
grams; and library staff answered 4310 
questions. 

Congratulations to our library staff for 
making our library such an important and 
welcoming hub of our community, and for 
all the ideas and plans they have for mak¬ 
ing it even better in the future.

Infection control should 
be a priority and central to 
the mandate of the hospital 
and patient health, not 
administration or support. I 
urge the Niagara Health 
System not to cut infection 
control.

Let's get 
debate going 
about schools 

My husband and I went 
to the accommodation 
review committee meeting 
last week where we toured 
Parliament Oak, read the 
signs, listened to the 
speeches then we headed to 
Crossroads where we toured 
the school, read the signs 
and listened to the speech- 

We were able to connect 
with other families from 
both schools. We left with 
many questions and won- 
derings. 

The one stand-out 
between the two schools is 
that both have amazing 
teachers who are committed 
to the students they teach. I 


can’t imagine how hard this 
is on them as they are not 
able to discuss this with par¬ 
ents. Both schools have 
their pluses and minuses as 
any school does and vary 
from family to family. 

I had a meeting last week 
where I spoke with a parent 
who was passionate about 
this situation and wanted to 
know how we could band 
together, both schools, to 
make a difference. If we 
come from a place of pas¬ 
sion and love for our 
schools and the wonderful 
environments our children 
are in we won’t get very far 
because the school board is 
looking at fact. I realize that 
no matter how passionate I 
am I need to come with 
information first and heart 
second. 

Here is the information I 
have so far and I would be 
very interested to see what 
other information other par¬ 


ents have to share: 

1. We have no Member 
of Provincial Parliament at 
this time as Kim Craitor has 
stepped down. 

2. DSBN Board Trustee 
conflict of interest. 

3. Costs listed in the five 
and 10-year plan for 
Parliament Oak but none for 
Crossroads. 

4. No cost put forward 
for the addition to 
Crossroads to house the 139 
students from Parliament 
Oak put forth in both staff 
scenarios. 

5. Only 60 spaces avail¬ 
able in the school to house 
children from Parliament 
Oak. 

6. The cost of portables 
to house the extra students 
while construction goes on 
will be in excess of $255,000 
(almost half the cost of the 
10-year repair plan to 
Parliament Oak) just for 
purchase and moving, not 


for maintenance or utilities. 

7. Students who current¬ 
ly walk to school will now be 
bused, raising the transpor¬ 
tation costs. 

8. Displaced employ¬ 
ment for some of the teach¬ 
ers currently posted at 
Parliament Oak. 

9. Virgil and Colonel 
Butler had more than two 
years to come together as a 
community to connect staff, 
students and parents. 
Scenario A gives staff, stu¬ 
dents and parents four 
months. 

10. Other scenarios that 
are fiscally responsible such 
as move the Grade 7 and 8 
students from both schools 
to Parliament Oak and have 
a junior high or send stu¬ 
dents from JK to Grade 3 to 
Parliament Oak and have a 
primary school. 

11. Over$l mllion worth 
of retro-fits were done to 
Parliament Oak two years 


ago. 

12. Mandate in the ARC 
review to be fiscally respon¬ 
sible but how can that hap¬ 
pen when no price tags have 
been attached to any sce¬ 
narios except what needs to 
be fixed at Parliament Oak? 

13. Parliament Oak has 
been behind in the running 
of the full day Kindergarten 
programs which will start in 
September 2014 for the 
school. 

14. We have two historic 
happenings on Parliament 
Oak soil - Underground 
Railroad and the oak under 
which parliament took 
place many many years ago. 

15. The impact that the 
closure has on children’s 
activities community centre, 
library, Boys and Girls Club, 
Maple Leaf Montessori, 
Niagara Nursery School has 
not been looked at. 

16. Parliament Oak 
offers its students the ability 


to access the local pool, 
parks, downtown area, 
seniors residences, commu¬ 
nity centre. 

17. No funding has been 
approved for any of the pro¬ 
posed scenarios. 

18. TheTownofNOTL 
has not answered any ques¬ 
tions pertaining to how the 
closure of Parliament Oak 
will affect the town. 

Well I think I have put as 
much of my information 
down as I have and I look 
forward to seeing what all of 
you have information on. 

Of course I still have 
many questions and won- 
derings that need answers 
all of which I plan to send to 
the DSBN to see answered 
at the next meeting. 

The deal is not done— 
we have a chance.

lord mayor the power to 
choose a deputy, saying it 
would polarize council and 
“make for very testy waters 
for the next four years” 

He said the lord mayor’s 
choice could be based on a 
close personal relationship 
or a friendship with another 
member of council. 

"I think it's a dangerous 
situation,” he said. “If it ain’t 
broke, then don't fix it." 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke, 
who voted in favour of the 
amendment, said many 
municipalities such as 
Niagara Falls, do not have a 
deputy mayor position. 
Councillors are appointed 
on a short-term basis to fill 
the role if necessary if the 
mayor is absent. 

Eke said in some cases, 
councillors who receive the 
most votes are inexperi¬ 
enced or do not want the 
position of a deputy mayor. 


He said others might be 
unable to fulfill the job 
requirements that include 
representing the municipal¬ 
ity at local events due to 
family or work situations. 

"Martin doesn’t like to do 
that,” said Eke. “He does not 
choose to represent council 
at events.” 

Coun. Mazza told the 
Advance he attends many 
events, but does so as a 
councillor, not representing 
the lord mayor. 

Coun. Maria Bau-Coote 
is currendy deputy mayor, 
as the councillor who 
received the most votes in 
the last municipal election. 

Coun. Jim Collard, who 
also supported the amend¬ 
ment, said he believed that 
the new council could live 
with the change and it would 
encourage them to work 
better together.

Niagara Regional 
Police are sounding the 
alarm over a scam aimed 
at Niagara grandparents. 

Police said the so- 
called “grandparent 
scam” involves a suspect 
calling the victim, claim¬ 
ing to be a grandchild or 


a grandchild’s lawyer. 

They claim the grand¬ 
child has been involved 
in an out-of-town car 
crash and needs cash 
immediately to cover 
legal fees, and they ask 
the victim to send it elec¬ 
tronically and not tell 


anyone about the call. 

If the victim does send 
the cash, the suspects will 
call back looking for more 
cash to cover medical 
bills or damage to the 

Police say the suspects 
are so convincing and 


leave victims with such a 
sense of urgency, even 
victims previously aware 
of the scam have fallen 
for it. 

Police are urging any¬ 
one getting such a call to 
check with other family 
members to be sure they 


are authentic before 
sending money, not after 
the fact. And they ask 
anyone with senior or

The coffee shop that 
served visitors to the library 
and community centre for 
the last year and a half has 
been closed since the 
beginning of September. 


Monday, councillors 
agreed with the Town’s 
cafe selection committee 
that a lease should be 
negotiated with Erinn 
Lockard and James Cadeau 
of St. Catharines, who have 
extensive experience in 
hotel and customer service 

“They appear to have a 
very good understanding 
of how to operate a suc¬ 
cessful cafe,” the parks and 
recreation department 
report says. 

Town staff is being asked 


to negotiate a five-year 
lease, with the option to 
re-evaluate after two 
years. 

The rent begins at $600 
a month, with increases of 
3% after the first year and 
4% each of the next three 

The Town's lease with 
Second Cup was for $100 a 
month plus six percent of 
sales, parks and recreation 
director Clive Buist told 
councillors Monday. 

The lease under negoti¬ 
ation will be for a guaran¬ 


teed fee, not based on 
sales, he said, and will 
bring the town more 
money. 

The successful candi¬ 
dates of the Town’s request 
for proposals are a result of 
the ranking of two propos¬ 
als to the four members of 
the selection committee, 
with Lockard and Cadeau 
the unanimously top- 
ranked submission. 

The couple will offer 
coffee, tea, juice, sweets, 
muffins, fruit, yogurt, 
wraps and salads. 


They’re considering 
vending machines as well. 

They are flexible as far 
as hours, but are suggest¬ 
ing Monday to to Firday 
from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. ini¬ 
tially, and Saturdays and 
Sundays 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The decision to negoti¬ 
ate the lease with Lockard 
and Cadeau was approved 
Monday, with council 
expected to ratify the deci¬ 
sion this Monday.

Poppies are more than 
just a fall tradition.

Poppy funds are not 
used to support the opera¬ 
tion of the legion branch, 
said Harrington. 

But as important as the 
revenue generated, the 
poppy is a reminder to all 
of us to keep alive the 
memory of Canadians 
who have fallen in war 
and military operations, 
says the legion president. 

Its connection to those 
who have been killed in 
war stems from the time 


when poppies grew over 
the graves of soldiers in 
the area of Flanders, 
France, whereas before 
the First World War, there 
were few poppies in 
Flanders fields. 

There will be 130 dona¬ 
tion boxes for those who 
wish to pick up a poppy in 
town, says Harrington, 
including all the schools 
and many retail outlets. 

Volunteers will be out 
in full force, beginning 
Friday, to hand out pop¬ 
pies on Queen St. and

One of the common 
threads I've noticed among 
seniors is the deep appreci¬ 
ation for community groups 
to which they have belonged. 
This ranges from service 
clubs to religious groups 
that have been sources of 
emotional and spiritual sup¬ 
port through difficult situa- 

The most recent 
InfoHealth session focused 
on the new developments at 
the St Catharines Hospital 
with a greatly expanded 
mental health and addic¬ 
tions department.

Descriptions ofthe recent 
innovative changes were 
provided by Dr. Edgardo 
Perez, Chief of the Niagara 
Health System's Mental 
Health and Addictions 
Program, and Barb 
Pizzingrilli, RN, Manager of 
Program Development for 
the Mental Health and 
Addictions Program. 

After reading Dr. Perez’s 
academic background I was 
pleasantly surprised to hear 


his down-to-earth approach 
to his medical practice: “We 
help because we care.” 

What surprised me even 
further was his observation, 
"But not everyone who 
needs help accepts help.” 

Thus there is a challenge 
to providing community 
mental health services. He 
went on to explain that in 
order to address mental 
health issues one needs to 
be prepared to tackle what 
are usually (80% of the time) 
related social issues, like 
homelessness. 

Perez and Pizzingrilli are 
keen to provide a wide range 
of services in order to 
address a wide range of 
needs related to mental 
health. Pizzingrilli took time 
to describe an extensive list 
of services now available 
through the newly com¬ 
bined department of mental 
health and addictions. Yet 
both these professionals

have an even greater vision 
for the health and well-be¬ 
ing of Niagara residents, 
with the St. Catharines 
Hospital becoming a 
research centre. 

“The key to helping peo¬ 
ple is to build connections, 
and the effectiveness of help 
depends on the quality of 
relationship between the 
care-giver and the person in 
need” said Perez. 

This is why it is critical to 
envision mental health care 
as a community issue. 
Challenges of life will always 
present difficulties, and in 
order to meet those chal¬ 
lenges we need to have a 
sense of emotional resil¬ 
ience - a shock absorber of 
sorts, that is supported by a 
network of community rela¬ 
tionships. 

During the question and 
answer time Perez referred 
to the importance of local¬ 
ized services for children 
and adolescents. “It’s sad to 
say, but drugs are killing us, 
and in response to sub¬ 
stance abuse we need to ask 
what can we do differently." 


He also identified that 
many people face emotion¬ 
ally toxic environments in 
the workplace. For this we 
need to teach good manage¬ 
ment and relationship prac¬ 
tices in the workplace. 

Addressing these needs 
requires the response of a 
community, he said. The 
self-sufficient individual 
approach might have the 
image of strength, but usu¬ 
ally it leaves one isolated 
and desolate. Strength that 
provides resilience to life’s 
difficulnes is built up from 
the network of relationships 
in community. 

I believe this is why many 
of my older friends speak 
with such fondness of years 
past when they spent week¬ 
ends with family, at the club 
or with church groups. In 
community gatherings is 
where many of them found 
help to deal with the prob¬ 
lems they faced.

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Pumpkin seed extract can help control bladder problems 


Who would 
think when 
carving a 
pumpkin that 
seeds can improve 
quality of life? 

There’s an old saying, “If 
you don’t go when you gotta 
go, by the time you get to go, 
you’ve already gone.” 

Millions of North 
Americans, if they've never 
heard this expression, know 
all too well what I’m refer¬ 
ring to: urinary inconti-

Urinary troubles come in 
many ways to both men and 
women. Many women, fol¬ 
lowing childbirth, suffer 
from weakened pelvic mus¬ 
cles. The complaint is that 
coughing, sneezing or even 
getting up quickly from a 
chair results in wetting 


themselves. 

But more people of both 
sexes are inflicted with OAB 
(overactive bladder). They 
seek relief from urinary fre¬ 
quency which becomes 
more of a problem with 
advancing age. The result is 
lack of sleep, depression and 
often leakage of urine. 

It’s estimated that one 
in six adults over the age of 
40 is affected by OAB, and 
by age 70 it affects 48% of 
women and 17% of men. 

The cause for older 
women is often a combina¬ 
tion of problems, particu¬ 
larly after menopause. 
Childbirth sets the stage 
with weakened vaginal mus¬ 
cles causing, in time, a fall¬ 
ing of the bladder wall. But 
in addition, a lack of estro¬ 
gen causes thinning of the 


bladder lining and thence 
the urge to void. 

For men, urinary incon¬ 
tinence is often associated 
with enlargement of the 
prostate gland. Or it may 
occur following surgery or 
radiation therapy for pros¬ 
tate malignancy. 

Conventional medicine 
can help many female 
patients by surgery to repair 
damaged pelvic muscles. 
Prescription drugs are also 
available to decrease blad¬ 
der spasm, but are often 
associated with side-effects. 
In addition, oral estrogen 
along with vaginal estrogen 
creams such as Premarin or 
Vagifem tablets are helpful 
in building up the bladder 
lining. Unfortunately these 
helpfttl remedies are often 
overlooked by doctors. 



But what about bladder 
control using water soluble 
pumpkin seed extract? In 
1578 a European herbal 
encyclopedia mentioned 
the use of pumpkins seeds 
to treat urinary problems. 
Pumpkin seeds have also 
been used by Native 
American tribes for years to 
facilitate the passage of 

More recently Japanese 
researchers claim that this 
natural remedy decreases 
urinary incontinence by 
79%, daytime incontinence 
by 39% and nighttime urina¬ 
tion by 68% 

But what's so magic about 
pumpkins seeds? Studies 
show that the seeds contain 
fat and water soluble por¬ 
tions. Researchers report it’s 
the water soluble portion of 
the seed that supplies the 
punch to ease urinary symp¬ 
toms. By inhibiting the aro- 
matase enzyme, it creates a 
tissue-building effect on the 
pelvic floor muscles. It’s 
believed that this may make 
more testosterone available 
to strengthen and build back 
the urinary tract muscles. 

The water-soluble part of 
the pumpkin seed also binds 


to the androgen receptor on 
pelvic muscles cells. This 
strengthens the female blad¬ 
der trail to limit the amount 
of urine left in the bladder 
after voiding. 

Pumpkin seed extract 
plays another important role 
in the production of nitric 
oxide (NO) which has a 
relaxing effect on both arter¬ 
ies and muscles. This allows 
for better urinary control. 
For instance, when the blad¬ 
der is full, NO is needed to 
relax the muscles allowing 
urination. But if NO is in 
short supply, the bladder 
becomes hyperactive result¬ 
ing in frequent urination. 

In mies pumpkin seed 

decrease in the size of the 
prostate gland, but by 
decreasing inflammation, it 
improves urinary flow. 

Years ago no one carving 
a pumpkin would have 
dreamed that its seeds con¬ 
tained so much power to 
control bladder problems. 
But like drugs that decrease 
pain, any improvement in 
either incontinence, urinary 
frequency or a reduced urge 
to go, can make life more liv¬ 
able.

Tennis enthusiast asks council to rethink court resurfacing 


An additional 
cost of $18,000 
would add to 
'playability' of courts 
and increase tennis 
activity in town, 
councillors hear

Rosemary Goodwin 
lives and breathes tennis. 

There is likely nobody 
else in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake who has contributed 
the number of volunteer 
hours to the sport since 
she became involved with 
the NOTL Tennis Club at 
Memorial Park, building 
programs, membership 
and activities to new lev¬ 
els. 

But it was as a tennis 
instructor, enthusiast and 
Rye St. resident that she 
spoke to councillors 
Monday, asking them to 
rethink a decision about 


the resurfacing of the Rye 
Heritage Park tennis 
courts. 

It would be a test proj¬ 
ect for work on the other 
aging courts in NOTL that 
will follow, she says. 

Although Memorial 
Park is where the club- 
managed tennis courts 
are located, the Town has 
other open-access park 
courts built in the 1980s— 
one in Garrison Village, 
two in Rye Heritage Park, 
and two in the Lions Park 
in St. Davids. There are 
also two others in Virgil, 
which are newer. 

With the exception of 
the newer courts at 
Memorial Park which are 
also slated to be replaced, 
the others are asphalt 
slabs, with lines on top—a 
quick and inexpensive 
way to provide a minimal 
service to residents, and 
common in many munic¬ 
ipalities, Goodwin said. 

"At the time there 
wasn’t a good alternative. 
It didn’t take long for the 
unprotected asphalt sur¬ 
face to oxidize and begin 
to disintegrate. Cracks 


formed and weeks grew." 

The courts have not 
been well-used, provid¬ 
ing little motivation for 
the town to do mainte¬ 
nance, and minimal 
maintenance has led to 
even less use, she says. 

“Playing tennis on 
unfinished asphalt courts 
is not a good experience.” 

Afterwards, she says, 
“your body feels horrible. 
Your shins ache. Your 
back aches.” 

It will be a long time 
before you return for 
another game, she adds. 


The current trend is to 
lay an acrylic compound 
on top of the asphalt, 
which protects it from 
deteriorating, and creates 
a surface with “playabili¬ 
ty,” better for the footing, 
and offering a bounce of 
the ball that is true, she 
says. 

It’s also a safer surface, 
with less tripping and 
stumbling, and less wear 
and tear on the lower 
legs. 

Goodwin says she 
applauds the Town for 
spending $70,000 for a

new asphalt top coat at 
Rye Heritage Park, and 
the parks and recreation 
department for budgeting 
for resurfacing, but for an 
additional $18,000, “we 
could have something 
really special.” 

She cites other munici¬

NOTL, she said, “is a 
population heavily skewed 
toward active aging. We 
are not the 50-plus type of 
previous generations. 
Sports such as tennis are 
ideal and are increasing in 
popularity. Access to qual¬ 
ity facilities makes partici¬ 
pation much more likely." 

Goodwin is hoping the 
Town will use Rye Heritage 
Park as a test project, com¬ 
ing up with the $18,000 in 
its budget to add the acryl¬ 
ic coating next May. 

By the time the Town 
moves on to resurface the 
other aging courts in town, 
there will be data on which 
to base plans for those 
courts, she says, including 
usage, safety and increased 
lifespan for the asphalt 


"See what a difference 
it makes. I think it will have 
vasdy increased participa¬ 
tion and activity, and why 
bother to resurface at all if 
not for increased partici¬ 
pation and activity?” 

In response to 
Goodwin’s request, coun¬ 
cillors agreed to ask Town 
staff for a report on putting 
an acrylic surface on the 
Rye Heritage Park courts. 

Town parks and recre¬ 
ation director Clive Buist 
will also include informa¬ 
tion and costs for the same 
surfacing on the other 
park tennis courts in 

The report will be pre¬ 
sented in time for council 
to decide if it want to put 
money aside for next year 
to add the acrylic surface 
to the Rye Heritage Park 
courts.
